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BACK TO CHINA 


for His Passports. 


‘What the Passage of the Chinese Ex- 
clusion Act Means. 


IT SEVERS DIPLOMATIC RELATIONS BE- 
TWEEN THE TWO COUNTRIES. 


A Strongly Presented Protest Against the 
Action of Congress on File at the State 
Department—It Was Never Answered 
by Secretary Blaine—Treaty Provisions 
Which Have Been Grossly Violated— 
Sentiment on the Pacific Coast-—Trade 
Etatistics, 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 6.—It is stated on 
good authority to-day that the Chinese Minis- 
ter has indicated to Senator Sherman ofthe 
Foreign Affairs Committee that if the ex- 
treme Chinese exclusion bill became a law 
the Government of China would sever all 
diplomatic relations with the United States. 
Senator Sherman refused to say anything 
upon the subject when questioned in regard 
to the report. 

Representative Hitt, who led the opposition 
to the bill in the House, said that he had re- 
ceived intimation pretty directly, though of 
course not officially, that in case the Dill 
became a law, diplomatic relations between 
China and this country would come to an 
end. Healsosaid that there was reason to 
fear that the Governmegt of China, hearing 
of the passage of the bill by the House, would 
instruct its Ministertoask for his passports 
without waiting for the action of the Senate. 

Representative Hitt contends that instead 
of Chinese flocking to this country by 
thousands, as has been reported, the 
Chinese were actually leaving the United 
States, 18,000 more Chinaman having de- 
parted from the country since 1888 than have 


arrived. 

The action of Congress on Monday last 
in rushing through the lower House 
another restrictive act against the Chinese, 
calis to mind the protest which the State De- 
partment received from the Minister of China 
against the continued violations of treaty 
rights by the United States. Inthis protest, 
which bas never been answered, Minister 
Tsul Kwo Yin says: 

When it is borne in mind that a vear and a half has 
passed since your Congress and President united in 
a measure which (as the Supreme Court decided) 
compelled the authorities to disregard and trample 
upon solemn ‘treaty stipulations and during which 
time not onlv the measure itself has been most rig- 
idiy enforced, but to its severities have been added 
by executive action new restrictions upon Chinese 
subjects in the United States, it certainly will not 
surprise you if ]}communicate to you the earnest and 
anxious desire of tne Imperial Government that I 
should obtain from you some expression of the views 
and intentions of vour Government on this import- 
antsubject. * * * 

The tens of thousands of Chinese subjects wno 
temporarily .left the shores ‘of the United States, 
arined with the signed and sealed assurance of this 
Government of their right to return, and relying up- 
on its good faith, in almost every case left behind 
them inthis country property, business, families, 
relatives, obligations or contracts, which have been 
imperiled, broken up, orinsome shape injuriously 
affected by their unexpected and unwarranted se- 
clusion. . 

The vast number of Chinese laborers who were in 
the United States atthe time of the passage of the 
act of 1888 had come here under the guaranty of 
solemn treaty stipulations, which allowed them ‘‘to 
go and come of their own free will and acecord,’’ and 
on the solemn assurance that they would be main- 
tainelinthis priviiege against * legislative enact- 
ments,’’ and, under this act, if they should visit 
their native land, drawn hither hy the ties of family. 
patriotisin or business, they must sacrifice and aban- 
donalltheir interests and property in the United 
States; they must choose between a complete break- 
ingupof long established business relations here 
auda perpetual bavishment from their native land 
by acontinuous residence inthiscountrr. * * * 

But notwithstanding this treatment of the 
Chinese in the United States, the Imperial Govern- 
ment has steadily and untformly recognized anda 
enforced not only its plain treaty stipulations re- 
specting this disturbing element introduced into its 
territory, butin its desire to deal justly and pursue 
friendly relations with America it has gone beyond 
the treaties and yielded to the foregoing extreme 
and illogical demands of your Government. 

Let us now turn for afew moments to the posi- 
tion of the American Government in respect to the 
rights of its merchants and commercein China and 
the treatment thev receive from the authorities 
there. It is natural thatthe American Government 
should take a deep interestin this trade because of 
its extentand importance. 
pateh dated July 
on the foreign trade of 
exports and the imports § from 
States stand second in volume, or next to those of 
Great Britain. Yetintho past two years or more I 
ain notawatfe ofany specific complaint of injustice 
or hardship suffered by a single American merchant 
in China, oranv allegation of different treatment 
extended tothem. than to all other foreign mer- 
chants. The only question of trade which has arisen 
between the two Governments has been on the im- 
portation and regulation of tradein kerosene. Owing 
to its explosive character many live, have been lost 
and much property destroyed in China, and 
certain of the provincial authorities have urged pes 
the Imperial Governinent the restrietion of its im- 
jortation by government control ofits sale, and by 
nternal taxation; and, in the furtherance of this 
view, ore of the viceroys, in memorializing the 
throne, referred to the position ‘assumed by the 
United States in the exclusion of Chinese immigra- 
thon and said: ‘‘If they can prohibit our going there 
becanse Chinese labor is injurious to their interests, 
we have an equal right to prohibit. the importation 
of kerosene =hen it is injurious to us.’ 

Although by express treaty stipulation the Chinese 
are in the United Statesto be ‘’allowed to go anid 
come of theirown free will and accord,’’ and are 
puaranteed the treatment ‘‘accorfled tothe citizens 
or subjects of the most favored nation,’’ for the past 
eight years no such treatment has been extended to 
thoin. While the merchants ofall other nations of 
the earth are perinitted free and wnobstructed en- 
trance into and departure from the ports of the 
United States, the Chinese merchant has, by rhe 
logisiation of your Congress, had thrown around bim 
the most obstructive, embarrassing and® humiliating 
restrictions. Heistreated by the customs author- 
ities with much the same .survelillance as is: ex- 
tended to vagrants or criminals, and before he is 
permitted to land he is required to produce a certifl- 
cate, the strict conditions of which make (t difficult 
and expensive to comply with, and humiliating and 
obiectionable to the man of honor and self-respect, 
it being necessary to set forth the amount and de- 
tails of the businessin which he isand has been en- 
gaged with a statement of his family history and 
occupation, and all these matters are subject to the 
examination and apvrovael of the American Consul 
at the Chinese or foreign port when he sails. 

Such, Mr. Secretary, are some ofthe contrasts in 
the observance and enforcement of treaty rights be- 
twoen the two nations. Can you wonder that the 
Imperial Government is growing restive and im- 
patient under such dissimilarity of treatment and is 
urging me to obtain from yousome satisfactory ex- 

lanation of the conduct of the American authorities 

n the past and some assurance of the course to be 
pursued in the future? *** 

To this communication, which is now made 
oe for the first time, the United States 

as made no reply, unless the introduction of 
the Geery billin Congress last Monday pro- 
viding fortherigid exclusion of all Chinese 
from our shores may be regarded as the 
answer of the American Government to 
China’s protest. What action the Chinese 
Government will take is uncertain, but it is 
known that the policy of expelling American 
residents in China is under consideration. In 
view of the factthat but 1,022 Americans area 
to-day residents of China, while 160,000 
Chinese are livinginthis country, it is not 
believed the Imperial Government will resort 
to this method of retaliation. 

The present Chinese exclusion act expires 
on May 4. The Geery bill is intended to fill 
the place of the present law, and will doubt- 
less pass the Senate with little modification.

THE ENGLISH VIEW. 

LONDON, April 6.—The Standard says: 
While China may retaliate for the American 
exclusion bill she may also welcome a meas- 
ure which will afford an excuse to limit the 
freedom of foreign trade and check the drain 
of tax-payers from China. The English 
colonies are unlikely to imitate the bill.

PROSPECTS GOOD FOR A DEMOCRATIC 
VICTORY. , 


Both Parties Have Made a Thorough Can- 
vass of the State—Latest Tips From 
To-Day’s FEalloting—Democrats Suc- 
cessful in Chicago—Municipal Returns 
—The Field Reviewed. 


PROVIDENCE, R.I., April 6.—Rhode Island 
realizes that all eyes are upon her to-day. 
The State has not been carried by the Dem- 
ocrats in a presidential year since 1852, when 
the State went for Pierce? It has been car- 
ried by the Democrats on a plurality vote 
ranging trom 1,200to 4,400in the last three 
State elections. To carryit now would in- 
sure its four electoral votes to the Demo- 
cratic candidates and these might. possibly 
decide the result in the presidential election 
in November. The State has a rotten-bor- 
rough apportionment that may give the Ke- 
publicans the Legislature andsave Aldrich, 
the Republican candidate for Governor, and 
and at fhe same time give the Dem- 
ocratic State candidates ta plurality. 
A governor, lHMeutenant-governor, secre- 
tary-of-state, attorney general and general 
treasurer, are being voted for to-day. W. T. 
C. Wardwell is the Democratic candidate for 
Governor against Senator Aldrich, who 
heads the Republican ticket. 

Conservative estimates based on the data 

taken from previous elections and the can- 
vass of Providence place the majority in 
this city for Wardwell at 2,000, and Demo 
crats who have made a thorough study of the 
situation predict a larger majority. Last 
year Providence gave. 8,300 votes for Gov. 
Davis. In this election it ts now believed that 
the city will give between 10,000 and 11,000 
votes for the Democratic ticket. The heavy 
Democratic registration of last winter and 
the belief that the vote will come out lur- 
nishes the ground forthe prophecy. 
_In Pawtucket Mayor Carroll’s fight against 
the monopolies that would fetter the city is 
helping the Democrats. Woonsocket’s heavy 
French vote will unquestionably be thrown 
largely in favorofthe Wardwell ticket. In 
Newport Mayor Honey’s aggressive tactics 
with reference to the water monopoly there 
promises to swell the majority against the 
Brown ticket. Thisis the present outlook in 
the four cities. 

As for the towns, Bristol, Candidate Ward- 
well’s home, where he is very popular, is ex- 
pected to give him:a good plurality. In War- 
wick the Democrats feeigure of their Sena- 
tor and of aaa at least .two.out of the 
four Representatives. In Johnston there is 
an even chance for a Democratic gain. 

Scituate is a Democratic town, and two out 
of her delegation of three to the General As- 
sembly will be Democratic this year, 

Gloucester will return a Democratic Repre- 
sentative without a doubt. The present ¢el- 
egation of five in the General Assemby from 
Lincoln is Democratic. Four out of the five 
if not the full delegation, it is believed, will 
be returned. 

In footing up the returns it must be remem- 
bered that it requires a majority of votes to 
elect State officers. Ifa majority vote is re- 
ceived by no candidate the election is thrown 
into the State Legislature. Hence the im- 
<<. of the vote for members of that 

ody. 

The weather is fairanda very large vote is 
being polled throughout the State. There is 
much excitementin all the Ward rooms in 
this city, and deputies from all over the 
State give intimations of a similar state 
of the public mind. How the voteis going 
is much more difficult, and in fact impossible 
to predict. Individual men,especially on the 
legislative tickets, are being cut and 
scratched everywhere in the State, andit 
must be a long task to count the vote and will 
be a late hour inthe night before the result 
can be known with any degree of accuracy. 
Both sides are fighting hard and neither will 
allow the election to go by default. ‘The gen- 
eral opinion still is that there will be no elec- 
tion ef the State ticket by the people, but that 
the Democrats will havea plurality and the 
Republicans will secure amajority of both 
houses of the Legislature.

OZARK, Mo., April 6.—Ifthe expected hap- 
pens in Taney County the Bald Knobbers will 
reorganize and come over the hills and ad- 
journ the investigation now going on at For- 
sythe intothelynching of MurdererBright and 


the killing of Deputy Sheriff Williams a few 
weeks ago. Thata mob will appear and take 
the men who are now under suspicion out of 
the jurisdiction — of the court, is 
almost certuin if they are held 
for the crime of Killing Williams. The inves- 
tigation proceeds slowly. The evidence 
against Lawyer Taylor is pretty strong and 
the indication to-dayisthathe will be heid 
for trial. , 

A strange story which may have some con- 
nection with the doings of the Taney County 
mob reached here. At the Lewis place, six 
miles northwest of Walnut Shade, on the 
farm of Charles Lewis, a new grave has ap-

young man’s death is not Known, nor was 
the fact of his death known until the 
grave was seen. Neighbors proposed 
to exhume the body and find out 
the cause of death. The father, Chas. 
Lewis, refused to allow it to be done, 
and threatened to shoot any man coming on 
his premises forthe purpose. So the matter 
stands. Some have asserted that Frank 
Lewis was one of the mob who hung Bribt at 
Forsvthe, and that he was accidentally shot 
and has since died of his wounds.

DEMOCRATS UNEASY 


The Third Party Imperiling. Southern‘ 
Strongholds, 


NORTH CAROLINA AND GEORGIA THE 


DANGER POINTS, 


Stump Orators Going to the Rescue—Sena- 
tor Weleott of Colorado Grows Elo- 
quent on Silver—His Effort Arouses 
Enthusiasm — Minister Reid Inter- 
viewed—Over the Political Field. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 6.—There is a 
growing feeling of uneasiness here among 
Fouthern Democrats over the third party 
wave which seems to he rolling through sev- 
eral Southern States. The third party peo- 
ple claim Georgia and North Carolina, and 
the Democrats of these States are very un- 
easy. Cal. Livingston, who repre: 
sents the Atlanta district of 
Georgia, and who is Presiaent 
of the Alliance of that State, says the situa- 
tion is very dangerous. Heisa stanch Dem- 
ocrat, and goes home to-morrow to make war 
onthe new party. But he:fears the result, 
He is afraid he cannot hgld the farmers in 
the Democratic party, and for that reason 
thinks it possible that the Republicans might 
get the State. The same fears are expressed 
by the North Carolina men, 


WOLCOTT ON SILVER. 


THE COLORADO SENATOR AROUSES THE SLEEPY 
SENATE. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 6.—Senator Wol- 
cott of Colorado made one of his brillfant 
speeches which entitles him to the position 
that Ingal!s once held in the Senate. It was 
by far the most attractive speech delivered 


in the sleepy Senate since Ingalls was heard. 
Of course the silver question was his topic, 
and as usual he started in by Jlash- 
ing the administration. He reierred to the 
President as that ‘*magnetic statesman’’, At 
conclusion the ‘‘boy Senator’’ recetved an 
ovation, not uncommon in the House, but 
unusualin the Senate. The chamber was 
crowded, but nearly every one went over and 
congratulated the young Senator. Senator 
Brice was about the most enthusiastic In his 
congratulations, 


MR. PRESIDENT—We may as well face the truth on 
the silver question, The bill for free coinage has 
been put to sieep in another body audi will not be 
again resuscitated. Nobody had expected the bill to 
become a law under this administration, forthe pres- 
ent chief executive, in his public utterances iast 
summer, foreshadowed his veto in “unmistakable 
terms,and those in his councils have openly pro- 
claimed its assurances were made while the stock 
market was depressed. The bull operators wore abie to 
use them fora slight advance and therefore some 
temporary result wasattaiiod but another English 
banking house was reported in trouble avout Argen- 
tine securtiies and the market,in the classic language 
ef the street, eee axuain. This was the oniy 
result of the intimation made by the President of the 
United States, while Congress was notin session, of 
what he would do if a measure, which could not then 
be peuding, should be passed by both houses of Cun- 
gress. The game was hardly worth the candie, as 
ihe market of Wall street showed, 

It was evident, I sgy, thet free coinage could not 
hecome a jaw at this session. We exercise. the 
privilege we enjoy of debating ene nuéstion, that the 
country may undersfand the situation. bub we all 
know that whon we are through, a vote is ho nearer 
and the bill is Rob advanced. This. therefore. is a 
preper the, baving practically suffered defeat, to 
gather up our Wounded ahd dead, determine where 
the deserters are niding, fortify our intrenchments 
for the next cucounter and atop, if possible, that 
destructive rear firing, whieh not only’ daim- 
aged but surprised us. At the last session, the 
Democratic party, with few #xceptions, stood nobly 
and mapfully for the old party traditions, hard 
noney, gold and silver. The sudden change would 
its effects webe not tragic. One 
a mee of Democracy annohnees that tariff reform 

s the slogan; another insists that being a Democrat 

is the test and watchword. The South and Wost want 
free coinage, but these leaders think they must 
carry New York and acouple Oflittie States adjvin- 
ing. These States are lenders And not borrowers, 
aud want less than more money. 
‘The friends of the tariff reiormers have, 
in the North, at least, the courage of 
their convictions, and demand the putting aside of 
the silver question. The adherents of the other 
Moses who fs to lead his peopic ontof bondage want 
to gratify the popular demaud, but are fearful of 
their Eastern following, and so they let **I «are 
not’’ waitupon **I would,’’ and. thesiiver bills 
shuffled aside. And meanwhile, the beil-wethers of 
that party, who coyly look about and wait for a voice 
they hope to hear, tike Br’er Kabbit, ‘*Keep on 
layin’ low and sayin’ nuttin.’’ 

Among all these shoals and breakers our bark is 
driven. Tothe Eastern ear each side yxiyes assur- 
ance of undying hostility ta the **7U-cent doilar,’’ 
as they designate it, and tell how the ‘*Silver 
Baron’’—whoever he may be—has been beaten and 
bated; while the Westis assured that political ne- 
cessity required the postponeiment of the measure. 

In this parceling out of the country the south 
counts for nothing. She is to be Democratic any- 
how. The heroic efforts she has miade_ for 
nearly a generatios, and which have brought 
her almost to the haven of prosperity, 
are to be _ sacrificed that the party may 
carry New York, Because of the contraction of the 
currency, and the competition with India, which 
the degredation of silver makes possible, cotton is 
lowerin price than eyer before and almost adrug 
in the market; her plantations aré inortgaged. her 
railroads so impoverished, that ote reorganization 
is not complete until another is necessary, her in- 
dustries are paralyzed, but she must subinit because 
the New York Démocracy demand it. She has for 
acentury furnished the brains of the Democratic 
party. 

No section, ahd no nation ever produced such able 
and a:lroit political leaders. They have never known 
tinal defeat and trom apparent disaster, they have 
again plucked victory, And yet because the halanuce 
of the t}emocrati¢e powor lies in the north, they are 
called on to abandon the interests of their section 
to those of the party.

PROPOSED STATE MILITIA ENCAMPMENT 


What the Local Officers Think About the 
Chances of Holding It Here, 


The milita officers here are waiting to hear 
the discision of the Adjutant- 
General on the subject of a State 
encampment this year. It was decided some 


time aco that in October an es- 
cort of 500 Missouri milita men 
would go to the World’s Fair celebration 
with Gov. Francis. Reducing the number to 
only 500 from the entire State would leave out 
about 1,500 men, while on the other hand 
the 500 who would be selected for Chicago 
could not get an additional vacation for a 
summer encampment, 

Col. C. D. Comfort ofthe local militia was 
seen to-day and asked ifanything was being 
done to get the State encampment to come 
here. He said: 

‘*No, there is not. Wedon’t'want it here 
and it would not be encouraged. The smanHer 
towns would rais® more money and are more 
anxioustohave it. In any event the en- 
campmest is not yet decided upon as 
Gov. Francis Is to take 500 mento Chicago in 
October, and for that reason the rest may de- 
cide not to gointocamp in June. I do not 
think St. Louls is a good place 
for it, anyhow. It will be a camp 
of instruction if anything, and we want:a 
small stream for pontoon. exercises and a 
rifle range, so tnat the city would 
not suit. So far hothiitg has 
been done toward getting the encampment 
here. The citizens have deserted the militia 
and the boys have tobhustle harc enough to 
keep the companies going,’’ 

Maj. Baltdorf was seen onthe same sub- 
ject and said: ‘‘I think the prospect of a 
State encampment very slight. All the boys 
want to go to Chicago with the 
Governor in the fall. Asto having the en- 
campment here ittis generally conceded that 
it is our turn, but we get no encouraga- 
ment. The Citizens’ Committee, you know, 
is dead and we could get a great deal 
more money from halfa dozen of the smaller 
towns than wecan from St. Loutls. I am not 
very heartily in favor of having it here.’’ , 

There is some doubt among the militia men 
here as to what they will do this year. But 
as to next year, they hopeto go to Chicagn 
to the big inilitary gathering when the Fair 
opens in earnest. 


MORMONS IN COUNCIL. 


Important Coference of Latter Day Saints 
at Independenes, Mo. 


INDEPENDENCE, Mo., April 6.—The fortieth 
annual conference of the Reorganized Church 
of Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saints convened 
this morning at Independence. Dele- 


gates from various foreign and 
domestic missions of he church to 
the number of 1,000 are present. Joseph 
smith, the Prophet and President of the 
church is present and will preside over the 
conference which is looked forward 
to by this branch of the Mormon 
Church as one of the most 
important in its histo®y. Revelations from 
the prophet Joseph are expected and the va- 
cancy ie the quorum of twelve will be filled. 

Permanent organization was effected 
by the election of the President 
as presiding officer. Committees on 
Credentials were appointed and 
other routine work was considered. Thé first 
day’s session of the conference will be de- 
voted to routine church matters and the re- 
ception of reports from Foreign Mission 
Boards. 

President Joseph Smith made the opening 
address, giving a bright outlook to the 
Josephine branch of the great Mormon 
Church. R. E. Evans of Ontario, Canada, 
also made an address, in which referatce 
was made asto the work of the reorgauized 
church among the refractory brethren of 
Utah in reclaiming them back to the primi- 
tive church. The conference will last ten 
days.

Dynamite Bomb Exploded in a French 
Police Department. | 


THE BUILDING WRECKED AND ONE OF- 
FICER INJURED. 


Anarchist Prosecutions in Paris Failing 
for Want of Evidence—Native Effcrts 
to Revive African Slave Trade-—Do- 
minion Affairs—General Foreign News 
—Brieft Cable Notes. 


Paris, April 6.—Notwithstanding the extra 
precaution to prevent any further repetitions 
of dynamite explosions, the anarchists do 
not find much trouble in pursuing their ne- 
fariaus work whenever they are so disposed. 
The latest scene of their activity is Angers, 
capital of the Department of Maine-et-Loire. 
The city is the seat of numerous’ industries, 
and as a consequence the anarchists there’ 
find many supporters among the working 
Classes. The police of Angers, as elsewhere 
in France, have been instructed to search out 
and arrest every one who is believed to be 
implicated. in any attempt to use 
dynamite unlawfully, and they have 
carried out their orders to 
the letter. But in searching the city and 
watching suspicious characters, they appear 
to have neglected proger precautions to guard 
against an explosion at their own head- 
quarters. The Anarchists learned of this 
fact and determined totake advantage of.Jt. 
Accordingly last night, orat an early hour 
this morning, a dynamite bomb was quietly 
placed upon a window sillofthe Police De- 
partment, the fuse lighted, and the Anarch- 
ists withdrew. Everything was quiet inthe 
police barrack and the vicinity, when sud- 
denly there wasa flash and a tremendous re- 
port that caused momentary consternation 
in the neighborhood. Every pane of giassin 
the windows of the police barrack andthe 
adjacent houses was shattered, and the bar- 
rack itself was quite badly damaged. One 
policeman in the building was injured. There 
is absolutely no clue to the perpetrators of 
the outrage. 

Paris bas not yet ceased to discuss the an- 
archist question, which showsto what ex- 
tent interest has been excited on the subject. 
Some comment has been made upon the re- 
lease yesterday of Matheau, who was ar- 
rested on the charge of beingan accomplice 
of Ravachol. The police sought in every way 
to secure evidence connecting him with one 
or alloftre explosions of which Ravachol 
bas confessed thathe was author, but their 
investigations only went to prove that he was 
not implicatedin any way with these out- 
rages. He wasaccordingly discharged from 
custody. Theevidence thus far obtained by 
the authorities fails to connect Lebastard 
and Chaumartin, whoare also in custody on 
suspicion of complicity inthe outrages, and 
it is expected that they, too, will shortly be 
released. 


MAN HUNTING. 


CAUSES OF THE DAHUMAN WAR UPON THE 
FRENCH. agen 

Paris, April 6.—The Solcil to-day says it has 
private advices from Porto Novo,which show 
that the situation arising from the warlike 
attitude of King Behbanzen of Dahomey is far 
more serious than the official dispatches 
state. The Dahomans have always been 
noted for their man-hunting expeditions,and 
‘this is the season of the year when these ex- 
peditions start from <Abomey and other 
places in Dahomey. The object of these 
expeditions is to procure victims for the 
slaughters termed ‘‘Customs’’ by the n@q- 
tives, at which hundreds of captives are sac- 
rificed to propitiate the fetish gods, and 
also to procure slaves, from the sale 
of which King Behanzen derives much of his 
revenue. It has been charged that the com- 
pany building the Congo Rallroad ts one of 
the best customers the King has for these. 
victims of his raids, who, in order to escape 
the French and English authorities, who are 
active in suppressing the slave trade, are 
euphoniously termed ‘‘laborers.’’ ‘ihese 
**laborers,’’ itis said, are nominally set free 
by King Behanzen, but in reality they are 
nething less than slaves. Some time ago 
it was charged that the German factories es- 
tablishec at Whydah, the port of Dahomey, 
acted as intermediaries betweenthe Kingand 
the Belgian Government fora supply of ‘‘la- 
borers,’’ and it was said that the sum of 400,- 
vco German marks had been received there in 
order to continue the traffic. 

The Soleil to-day says that the object of the 
King in warring upon the French is toso 
weaken thelr influence at the coast towns 
that he’ will be able to open fresh slave 
routes, Whydah is defended against any at- 
tack the French may make upon it by war- 
riors, @ll of whom are armed with the 
mauser rifles, and Frenchmen do not 
hesitate to say that the only way these rifies 
could have been secured wasjthrough the Ger- 
mans, as itis essentially a German weapon. 
In order to cope with the well armed and un- 
questionably brave soldiers of King Behan- 
zen itis imparetively necessary that strong 
reinforcements be at once sent tothe French 
solalers in the Bright of Benin settlements. 

An official dispatch received here to-day 
States that 6,000 Dahomans are within four 
hours march of Porto Novo, and are only 
awaiting reinforcements to make an attack 
upon that place.

Emil F. Seidel Describes His Wife’s Cos-

The Cabinet-Maker Takes the Stand to 
Rebut His Wife’s Testimony in His 
Suit for Divorce—George Smith Takes 
the Stand ih the Contested Smith Will 
Case—Court Notes. 


Emil F. Seldel, the well-known cabinet 
maker, whois plaintiff in the divorce case 
which has been on trial before Judge Fisher 
for the past two days, was placed 
on the stand this morning in 
rebuttal of Mrs. Seidel’s testimony. William 
F. Smith, his attorney, asked: ‘*‘Did you go 
to the Liederkranz masquerade ball with 
your wife dressed as Mercury?’’ 


**No, sir.”’

He denied that her hairturned gray at the 
birth of their son Robert. ‘‘She was 
gray before she was 20 years old,’’ 
he said, ‘fand people pointed at 
us on the street, and commented on the evi- 
Gent difference in our ages on account 
of her gray hair.’’ On _ cross-examina- 
tion Seidel testified that he never 
went to a masque Dall with his 
wife. He acknowledged that he forbade her 
to use the family surrey a month before the 
suit was instituted, but be believed this to be 
right and proper. 

Evidence was also introduced this morning, 
showing the financial standing of Mr. Seidel, 
showing that he was reported to be worth 
from $15,000 to $40,000. 

The deposition of Marcella Boland of 1716

The deposition stated that Mrs. Seidel used 
to cry and fret a gooa deal, aud tell deponent 
of things which Mr. Seidel had done to her.

SOUTHERN ILLINOIS PRESBYTERY. 


Proceedings at To-Day’s Session—The La- 
dies’ Missionary Society. 


This morning’s session of the United Pres- 
bytery of Southern Illinois at the Grand Ave-

The Street Cleaners Visit the City Hall 
This Morning. 


THEY DEMAND AUDIENCES WITH THE 
MAYOR AND COMPTROLLER. 


Secretary Jim Brennan, Gen. Stevenson 
and Commodore Smith Address the 
Gathering—Opening of De Givervills 
Avenue—Plans for Adjournment of the 
Council—Mud in North St. Louis— 
Municipal Matters. 


frnree hundred street laborers and ninety 
carts were lined up aiong Market and 
Eleventh streets this morning to greet the 
Mayor when he came down to take hold of 
the reinsof government.* Their demonstra- 
tion of last Friday resulted in aukase from 
the Street Department ordering 1,000 labor- 
ers and 300 carts to be put to work on Monday. 
The storm postponed operations Monday. 
Yesterday, (however, the men were put to 
work, but called offafter an hour’s labor by 
an order from the Mayor, who had held an 
interview with the Comptroller and came to 
the conclusion that it would be better to 
make haste slowly in providing work for the 
uprempiloyed. The workmen were at.a loss 
to understand the cause of their disap- 
pointment and came down this morning 
determined to see who was to blame. 
After waiting until 110’clock for His Honor 
they concluded that acall on Comptroller 
Stevenson would beaclever prelude to their 
interview with the chief executive and 
they piled into the office of the former 
functionary armed with their implements of 
trade. The Comptroller had not arrived,ibut 
Deputy Joe Devoy stepped forward and told 
them to await the Comptroller’s ar- 
rival, as he would give them some 
very useful advice. Then old Commodore 
Lyndon smith, formerly Private Secretary to 
Mayor Ewing, stepped forward and ad- 
dressed the multitude. ‘‘I tell you what it 
is, boys,’’ hesaid. ‘‘The reason there is no 
money to oe, you is not because the 
Council has failed to provide for you, but be- 
cause the appropriation for street repairs is 
eaten up by a gang of political bosses who 
are hired to as overseers. Too 
many well paid overseers and not enough 
workmen is what is eating up 
the money and keeping you out of work.’’ 
‘*You’re right, old man!’’ shouted the labor- 
ers as they pounded on the desks and shouted 
their applause. 

While awaiting the 
rival delegation file into the 
Mayor’s office. e’re going to 
see him this time,’’a voice in the crowd 
shouted, ‘‘if we have to stay here until 12 
o’clock to night, andif he don’t come down 
we'll go to his house and drag him out.

**My view of the ~ matter is 
that Mr. Murphy ts boring with too big an 
augur when he attempts to put 1,000 men and 
300 Carts to work.

It is near! $30,000. From a finan- 
cial standpoint it is purely a Utopian 
scheme. Last year’s estimates gave the 
Street Cleaning Department $120,000—$10,000 a 
month. This plan would absorb a three- 
months’ appropriation in one month. 
Further than this the plan has no practical 
utility. If these people are starving 
and n immediate need, this 
work surely will not help them 
as they cannot get th® money for it until some 
time in May. Of course the situation is a dif- 
ficult one. Mr. Murphy hastwo elements of 
pressure bearing upon him. The cry of the 
eer must be heeded and the close of 
winter has left the streets in a bad 
condition. The only way I see to bridge 
over the difficuity ts to select such persons as 
stand in {mmediate need, a few hundred and 
about forty carts, put them to work and pay 
them out of the fund still remaining for 
salaries in the clerical department. ‘These 
young men can’ be carried over until 
the temporary appropriation bill is passed 
in May. Thisisthe only consistent solution 
I can see of the problem. 

**One ofthe hardest questions which con- 
fronts the administration is how to provide 
employment for its poor. A wrong system 
has grown up here within past years. The 
money spent in this a Nas been greater 
during the summer than the winter months. 
It ought to be exactly the other way. In the 
summer these people can find employment 
in the couatry, and in the winter let them 
come to town provided 
for. ILacknowledge the necessity that has 
grown up for looking after them, but I would 
like to se@ the matter carried out in the 
proper way.’’ 

The outcome of the conference between the 
Mayor and Commissioner Murphy will prob- 
ably be the adoption ofthe plan outlined by 
the Comptroller, the employment of a lesser 
number of men and carts, selecting only 
those in immediate need and paying them 
out ofthe money appropriated for clerical 
salaries.

Counciiman 
Cole introduced aée resolution at last 


night’s Council meeting, asking the City 
Counselori for an opinionon the legality of 
the Mayor’s appointing a Superintendent for 
the House Refu The con- 
tention is the State 
provision of April, 1873, creating 
the Board of Managers for the House of 
Refuge the appointment of superintendent 
and matron rested with that body. 
Mr. Marshall said this morning 
that under the new constitution, which 
went into effect Nov. 30 1875, 
a scheme and charteradopied by the major- 
ity of the freeholders of the city aud county 
should become the organic law of the City of 
St. Louls and supersede all previous charters. 
The charter adopted since the promulgation 
of the new State constitution gives the 
Mayor the power to appoint the superin- 
tendent of the House of Refuge. According 
to the City Counselor’s view of the matter, 
Capt. Guibor’s appointment will stick. 

Councliman Flesh, discussing yesterday the 
vote by which Guibor was confirmed, made 
the interesting admission that when the 
original combine was being formed an effort 
was made to ring in Schaeffer, together with

His Firm Resolve. 
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WELL-DRESSED MEN 


LONDON STILL LEADS IN SETTING THE 
STYLES—WHAT 18 NOW WORN. 


Lorpown, March 23.—The well-dressed man 
of London continues toset the fashion for the 
male sex the world over. L 

Until last fall there had not been for many 
years any decided change in the styles of 
gentlemen’s garments. Then the sudden 
elongation of skirts created havoc with the 
wardrobes of correct dressers and made bus!- 

ness brisk for the merchant tallors, For the 
coming season fashion has changed the styles 
that prevailed last season but slightly, ex- 
ceptin the matter of coat skirts. Thestraight- 
ening of the collar crease of the vest has 
been completed and shows no sign of iits 


former curves. Trousersare about as they 


were. A summary of the special features 
as adopted by the leading tallors 
is as follows: Shoulders are moderately wide 
and have the seams cut low. Edges are gon- 
erally stitched, though cord is still quite 
popular for day or evening dress. Binding is 
seldom used and is always put on narrow. 
Double breasted frock coats are from one to 
four inches longer than at the commence- 
ment of last season, Thetendency is still to 
greater length in cutaway frocks and sack 
coats, and are a trifle longer than heretofore. 
Overcoats are generally shapely except the 
coverts, which are cut half-box. They roll 
lower and are from one to four inches longer 
than they were last’spring. Except for even- 
ing dressthe curved creases for vests is no 
longer correct. Trousers incline toward the 
**neg-top’’ style, and are still cut loose at the 
knee and are rather smul!ll at the bottom. 

By all odds the most fashionable garment 
for men’s wear that will be seen this season 
is the long double-breasted frock, familiarly 
known as the “‘long tailed’’ coat, on account 
of its extreme length. Only good dressers 
will wear it, however, asitlooks rather out- 
landish when worn away from fashionable 
surroundings. Its extreme length is 44 inches, 
but a length of from 39 to 42 inches is prefer. 
able. It may be worn without an overcoat, 
and for afternoon public entertainments is 


the correct thing. 

The extreme increase ‘sanctioned by fash- 
fon in the length of double-breasted frocks is 
by no means imperative, but no coat of this 
description thatis as short as those of the 
corresponding season last year will be con- 
sidered as correct. Except in browns and 
grays and fancy weaves of worsteds, cheviots 
and aundressed worsteds the extreme length 
will be but little worn, but no matter what 
may be the color or kind of material used, all 
double-breasted frocks will be an inch or 
more longer than they were at the com- 
mencement of last season. The lapels are 
always well peaked and are from 2% to 24% 
inches wide atthe top. The fronts are in- 
tended to close with three buttons only, ex- 
cept for the shorter styles when they 
are sometimes made to close 
with four. In any case the role 
when the coat is wunbuttoned should 
be free and extend evenly to the bot- 
tom, if desired. For day dress the vest is 
usually made of a modest fancy vesting, 
though anumber of good dressers prefer to 
have it of the same material as the coat. The 
trousers are of a moderately light shade ofa 
not pronounced stripe of plaided material. 
When the coatis of any material of a fancy 
weave or brown, gray or mixed incolor, the 
trousers are always and the vest generally of 
the same material. The vest is generally 
single-breasted, though if made of a fancy 
Vesting itis quite correct to have it double- 
breasted. If the latter, it is 26 inches long, 
closes with three orfour buttons and has 
either a plain v-shaped rolling collaror one 
with a peaked lapel effect. Thetrousers are 
rather smaller in the leg than formerly. They 
are slightly sprung, are well hollowed over 
the instep and usually have the side seams 
finished with a narrow welt. 

Cutaway coats are still very popular for half 
dress and genteel business wear. The three- 
button cutaway, orthe four-button for men 
who are unusually tall, made from worsteds, 
chevicts, thibets and other goods suitable for 
day dress, almost divides the honors wih the 
double-breasted frock. The length isa trifie 
greater than last season, ranging from 3312 to 
#4 inches. It hasa roll of moderate width and 
is cut away from the lower button to the side 
ofthe leg from about five inches above the 
waistseam. For general business purposes 
itiscut from one to two inches shorterand 
has flapsonthe waistseam., Theedges are 
double stitched, the sleeves are finished with 
a vent and one button and is made of fancy 
worsteds or cheyiots and of tweed or cassi- 
mere suitings. 

For half-dressand business purposes the 
one-button cutaway will also be considerably 
worn, Itshould be 32% in lengtn for half- 
dress, but notmorethan 382 inches for busi- 
ness wear. Itis made softso as to roll free 
when the front is unbuttonedin either case, 
but the side flaps are only correct when worn 
for business purposes. lor day wear or half- 
dress the vest and trousers are the same as 
those worn with the double-breasted’ frock, 
but the trousers are longer for business pur- 

oses, the average proportions being from 20 
O 20¥e inches at the knee, and from 172 to 18 
inches at the bottom. 

SACK COATS. 

Many peaple are partial to the sack coat, 
and the style this season is shapely and desir- 
able. All sacks are longerthan last season 
and show an increased lengthof roll. They 
are not close-fitting ana have the side seams 
moderately curved. The double breasted 
coats made of plaided, striped and mixed 
cheviots and other similar suitings, will be 
much worn during thespringmonths. Fora 
man of average height the length will be 31 
inches. The lapels are moderately peaked, 
the fronts are evenly spaced for five holes, 
the roll extending to the third. All the 
pockets have flaps to go either in or out. The 
edges are double stitched and the sleeves are 
finished with a vent and one button. 

The straight front single-breasted sack, 
either with all the pockets patched on or with 
flaps for the lower pockets anda welt for the 
breast pocket, will be much worn. It will be 
made with all sorts of suitings in plaids, 
checks,stripes and mixtures and will average 
thirty inches in length. The edges will be 
double stitched when the pockets are patched 
on, but when they are not willusually be 
single stitched close. The three-button 
cutaway sack will be of the same 
length, and, besides being made of 
cheviots, cassimeres, tweeds and home- 
spuns,as in the single-breasted sack, wil 
aiso be made of whipccrds. When of the 
latter material the edges will be double 
stitched on the seams, lapped and stitched to 
match. The fronts are cut away rather 
abruptly from the lower button, which its 
opposite the ticket pocket. All the pockets 
have flaps and the sleeves are finished witha 
vent and one button, Stout and corpulent 
men and some others will wearthe one-but- 
ton cutaway sack. About 30 inches is the cor- 
rect length for this style of garment. It roils 
six inches and is cut away to show three 
inches of the vest.» The breast pocket Is tur- 
pnished with a vent, butthe lower pockets 
have flaps. 

The open or low roll sack will be very popu- 
lar during the warmerimonths. Itis of the 
same length as the other single-breasters,and 
is almost as fullinthe front as the straight 
front sack. Thefrontiseven spaced for five 
holes and buttons, and the roll should ex- 
tend to the second when not buttoned. The 
finish should be soft, sothatit may be worn 
with one button closed, if desired. The 
fronts, below the lower hole and button, are 
‘boldly rounded tothe button. The breast 
pocket is usually tinished with a welt, but it 
may have, a; the lower pockets, flaps to go 
inorout. The edges are double stitched, 
and the sleeves are finished with a vent 
closed with one button. For a sack suit the 
vest is single-breasted, has a notched collar 
with a crease, opens fromléto 15 inches and 
is 24% inches long. Thetrousers are slightly 
sprung and have the side seams welted.

NEW FABRICS. 

There will be few novelties in fabrics this 
season, the manufacturefs’ ingenuity seem- 
ingly having been exhausted in that. direc- 
tion. As between hard and soft cloths a 
compromise by good dressers will be made 
by selecting what are known as half, vicunas 
and unsheared worsteds, The colorings are 
divided between tans and grays, with the 
preference in favor of the latter. As a nov- 
elty the pure silver gray is destined to 
become conspicuous | as spring ap- 
proaches and will divide the honors 
with what is known  4as London 
gray. The patterns, though inclining to 
greater brightness, are by no means glaring. 
The tendency is toinvisible plaids and checks. 
In Scotch goods many attractive patterns are 
shown of large but subdued effects, barely 
showing the lines of plaids or checks.

NECK WEAR. 

In the matter of neckwear there is an end- 
less variety to choose from—bright yellow, 
ae red, dark maroon, white, ae 
and other flashy colors are displayed in the 
shop windows. The best dressed men, how- 
ever, donot goto extremes in either direc- 
tion. Thehigh standing collar with turned 
over edges remains popular. Not one man in 
a thousand here wears aturn over collar. 
The ties that go round these coilars are made 
in such a way that they canbe bunched 
together affectively and pinned with a 
small scarf-pin. Made up ties are but little 
worn. Fancy shirtings are very popular. 
They are wornin all imaginable shades, but 
no well dressed man would wear other thana 
white collar, although hiscuffs must be ofthe 
color of his shirt for street or negligee wear. 
Jewelry is but little worn now. The day of 
heavy gold watch chains and massive scarf- 
pins isover.

These may be of gold, silver or 
diamonds, as the wearer’s fancy and pocket- 
book will allow. Link sleeve buttons have 
entirely superseded the old-fashioned cuff 
button, and in place of the heavy watch chain 
there is worn a small, thin chain that extends 
from one lower vest eerie to the other with- 
out being put even through the buttonhole of 
the vest. In finger rings, however, fashion- 
able Londen men seem to exercise a wide va- 
riety of opinion. One may wear half a dozen 
a can rings, or none atali, and still be in the 
swim. 

In head gear and foot wear there is no 
noticeable change. Silk hats are worn under 
any and all occasions, no matter whether 
the sun be shining or the rain falling. Oc- 
casionally a derby is seen, but when worn b 
men of fashion it is usually of black, roun 
topped, with a wide curling brim, 

Patent leather or varnished shoes are worn 
at all times. It is noticeable that they are 
made rounded at the toe, and with 
sole now than heretofore.

FLOUR FOR CUBA, 


A Movement of Great Importance to St. 
Louis. 


This morning A. C. Ricker of Havana ar- 
rivedinthis city, and is at the Southern. 
The object of his visit is to make arrange- 
ments for sending flour from St. Louis to 
Cuba. ‘‘Our facilities for obtaining flour 


from this port,’’ said Mr. Ricker, ‘‘will soon 
be greater than they ever have been befcre. 
Aline of steamers from New Orieans: will 
soon be put on, and there is a prospect that 
a Spanish line will also be added. ‘The re- 
duction in the import duty on flour has 
utterly changed our market. Instead of get. 
ting our supplies trom Spain we will 
in future draw them from the United 
state, and principally irom St. Louts. Dur. 
ing December quite a large amount of hard 
wheat flour was brought from Minneap- 
olis. Although but a short time has 
elapsed the truth of the old saying that hard 
wheat flour will not keep in*the West Indies, 
has bees proved. The flour is already begin. 
ning | spoil, as I know from personal 
experie¢ice, and we must turn our attention 
to St. Louis. The soft wheat flour produced 
here will keep, as bas often been proved, 
and we must find our market 
here. The demand from now 
on will be reater than it 
has heretofore been. e Cuban dealers had 
alarge amount of Spanish flour in store, 
which is now about exhausted. This neces- 
sitates a resort tothis market, where we can 
obtain what we wish. All are interested in 
the whaleback scheme, which if sune- 
cessfully carried out will keep our mills busy 
on American wheat, and thus  0pre- 
vent them from itfaliing into  idle- 
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ness. If proper freight rates can ba 
arranged, three-fourths of the flour imports

It is unnecessary to speak of the discom- 
fort of the smoke-grimed atmosphere— 
that is unspeakable. It constitutes the 
single undesirable point in the environ- 
ments of the city. 

It isa matter of surprise that the people 
of St. Louis have consented to be bur- 
dened with such a nuisance for so longa 
time. It may be abated and no efiort 
should be spared to abate it. Citizens and 
their municipal representatives should 
combine to secure a permanent settlement 
of the matter. Now is the time to do it.

WHOSE MACHINE? 


On Tuesday morning the Republic an- 
nounced that the meeting of the Demo-

The moral canker which 
their idle vanity has brought upon the social 
body is shown by every such incident as this. 
It.is a fact that the simple canons of ordinary 
morality are freely scoffed at and disregarded 
among those in this town who call them- 
selves ‘‘high bred’’ because they have 
money; that among womenand men alike 
there are many of these most vainglorious 
and pretentious ones whose lives are such 
as torender them unfit associates for really 
decent men and women, though they are 
tolerated and even honored by ‘‘society’’ 
merely because of their wealth or their rela- 
tionship to wealth that was made by their 
grandfathers. 

In brief, the sham aristocracy of wealth in 
America, like the aristocracy of birth in Eu- 
rope—though fortunately ina less degree as 
yet—tends directly to undermine all sound 
ethical standards, and to create the state of 
society that has always followea the luxury 
in which ‘‘wealth accumulates and men de- 
cay.’’

Mayor. Noonan No Longer in Con- 
trol of the Democratic Machine.

Col. C. H. Jones’ Hopes Blasted by His 
Honor’s Defeat. 


FULL SIGNIFICANCE OF THE CITY CEN- 
TRAL COMMITTEE’S ACTION. 


Col. Jones Will Not Go to Chicago as a 
Delegate-at-Large and the Chances of 
Stone and O’Meara to Secure First and 
Second Places on the State Ticket Are 
Very Materially Lessened—Noonan’s 
Broken Pledge. 


Democratic politicians to-day speak of 
last night’s Central Committee proceedings 
as @ genuine political sensation. The meet- 
ing is, in fact, receiving as much discussion 
asthe Wenneker affair is getting in the Re- 
publican circles. The show of strength be- 
tweén the Noonan and uanti-Noonan factions 
in local Democratic politics terminated 
dis&strously for the ‘‘Push Chief’ and 
his friends. By a vote of 16 to 
ll, Sprinkling Inspector Ed Gartland, the 
Mayor’s candidate for the Fourth Ward 
vacancy, was knocked out, and John O’ Neill, 
& vigorous anti-Noonanite, elected. 

The next test came when Committeeman 
Tom Skidmore offered a_ resolution to 
hold the primaries for the election of 
delegates to the Sedalia, St. Louis, Jefferson 
City and Hannibal conventions on the same 
day. This, he said, would save considerable 
expense to the candidates and their support- 
ers, owing to the fact that it costs a consider- 
able sum to hold a primary under the provis- 
ions of the State law. ; 

Committeman Goode of the Twenty-second 
Ward, who came to the meeting with the 
intention of tendering fis resignation to 
make the racefor Circuit Attorney, opposed 
the resolution. He said it was un- 
Democratic and even suicidal. The ‘‘push’’ 
committeemen saw, however, that they were 

tnumbered in the committee room, and 
ost of them voted in favor of theresolution, 
— was declared adopted by a vote of, 25 
oO 3. 
Mr. Goode’s resignation was then sub- 
mitted and accepted, It was the intention 
of the Mayor’s supporters to elect 
Courtney to the vacancy, 
after their experience with 
Gartland, they concluded notto present his 
mame. Clarence L. Hoblitzelle was then 
elected without opposition. 
THE ANTIS JUBILANT. 

The meeting was held in executive ses- 
sion in the Hendricks Association 
rooms, and while it was in progress a 
crowd of several hundred workers of both 
factions waited outside for the news, 
Mayor’s Secretary Brennan was in the gath- 
ering, and when he heard the news he left 

of ineffable disgust on 
The Noonan opposition 
parlance denominated 
the ‘‘pull’’ was elated. Constructions of all 
Kinds were placed on the result of the meet- 
ing.

teenth voted with the opposition,which was 
a surprise to Secretary Brennan and other 
Noonan leaders. They had hoped that Butler 
would use his pull on these committeemen to 
get them in line for the administration. They 
voted, however, with the opposition, as did 
McNamara of the Fifteenth and Boland of 
the Seventeenth. The Fifteenth and Seven- 
teenth are the wards in which 
— Chairman C. C. Mafiitt exercises his 
pull, 

Tt was reported after the meeting that 
Butler, who is absent from the city, tele- 
graphed Committeman Couran tovote with 
the anti-Noonan forces. This was givena 
wide circulation andsome of the Mayor’s 
friends believed itand vowed vengeance on 
Butler’s head. They declared, too, that they 
would Keep up the fight and shut Mafiitt out of 
the at-large delegateship he ts seeking. 

Last evening’s developments are also con- 
sidered extremely significantin view of the 
prevalent impression that the Mayor has 
gone into a combination to help ex-Congress- 
man W. J. Stone inthe Gubernatorial con- 
vention. The committee proceedings are ac- 
cepted as the strongest kind of an indication 
that Mayor Noonan will have no easy time of 
it delivering the delegates.

OTHER ROADS GETTING READY TO MAKE 
A SIMILAR MOVE. 


The Louisville & Nashville Will Have Its 
Terminals on This Side in a Couple 
of Months and the O. & M. Are Pre 
Daring to Come Across—The Property 
of the Zoads in East St. Louls Will 
Still Be Needed by Them. 


The Toledo, St. Louls & Kansas City Rail- 
road system, known as the Clover Leaf route, 
is to have its own freight and passenger de- 
pots in this city, This important piece of 
news, of great interest to the com- 
niercial interests of St. Louls, 
leaked™ out this morning in_ clos- 
ing Options and purchases of property in-. 
tended for the Ulover Leaf terminals. The 
site secured for depot purposes embraces 
two city blocks on the east side of Broadway, 
reaching from Florida to Brooklyn streets, in 
that old quarter of the city bordering on the 
river front, where the development for 
railway terminals has created such wonderful 
changes in the appearance of the locality 
within the past few months. Just south 
of this, to the east of Broadway, is where the 
Pennsylvania system has bulit its extensive 
freight depot. TheJacksonville & Southeast- 
ernis building depots in the same quarter 
and to the south of that again is the C., B. & 
Q.’s mammoth freight-house, the south end 
of it resting on Franklin avenue. 

, AN IMPORTANT MOVE, 

The entry of the Clover Leaf into this see- 
tion with the other roads mentioned, and 
still others likely to follow them, is an im- 
portant move, It signifies that railroad cor- 
porations recognize at last that the east 
bank of the Mississippi River is 
not a part of St. Louls and 
that to compete successfully with other roads 
that already have their terminalis here they, 
too, must come into 8st. Louls, Heretofore 
the Clover Leaf had its St. Louis terminals on 
the other side of the river and its freight and 
passengers were brought over here by 
ferryboats and across the Eads bridge. 
Having made arrangements to enter 
the city over the Merchants’ bridge 
across the Mississippi River, the Clover Leaf 
became an important factor in the success of 
theMerchants’ Bridge & Railway Terminal Co.

TESTIMONY GIVEN TO-DAY BEFORE THE 
CORONER’S JURY. 


A Worthless Husband Oarries Out His 
Threat to Kill His Wife—Argument 
Heard in the Wacasser Trial—-A Girl 
Assaulted on an English Passenger 
Train—Oriminal News. 


MELBOURNE, April 6.—The inquest into the 
death of Mrs. Deeming, who, it is charged, 
was killed by her husband and buried under 
acoating of lime beneath the floor of her 
house at Windsor, a suburb of Melbourne, 
was continued inthe City Court to-day. An 
immense crowd was present and 
every word of the testimony was 
eagerly listened to by the throng. The 
bearing of Deeming was insolent throughout 
the proceedings, and he continually inter- 
posed replies while the witnesses were testi- 
fying. He conversed freely with persons 
who sat near him and seemed inno way dis- 
mayed at the evidence that is piling up against 
him, No one here but believes he is the 
most diabolical wretch ever known.

tended the inquest, and long reports of the 
proceedings are telegraphed and cabled in 


every direction. 

The first witness called to-day was Mrs. 
Atkinson, who lives in the house next to that 
occupied by the Deemings at Windsor. She 
testified to hearing a man and woman 
quarreling in the Deeming house at about the 
time the murder is supposed to have been 
committed. Other evidence was given show- 
ing that Deeming has sold a quantity of effects 
known to have belonged to his wife. One 
witness, an ironmonger, said he had bought 
@ pan and aspade trom Deeniing, on both of 
which articles a quantity of cement had 
dried. 

Later details regarding Deeming’s arrest 
are that when he was taken into custody at 
ths Southern Cross Gold-flelds where he was 
employed as an engineer at Fra: 
zer’s gold-mine, he was making 
final arrangements for his marriage 
with Miss Rounceville, who was on 
her way from Bathurst, New South Walés, to 
join him. Hehad already secured a house, 
and his first act after taking possession was 
to purchase a barrel of cement, with 
which he had the floor of the main room ce- 
mented. 

‘The circumstances of his arrest were ofa 
dramatic character. He was reading a news: 
paper containing a brief account of the dis- 
covery of Miss Mather’s body at Windsor 
when a constable suddenly entered, and 
without the least warning arrested him on 
the charge of murder. or the moment 
Deeming was dumbfounded, but he quickly 
Tecovered his self-possession, and, pointin 
to the paragraph, asked the donstable if tha 
was the crime of which he was accused, add- 


ing: 

‘*I think Iknow the party who was mur- 
dered. She wasa good little thing. I cannot 
believe that anyone would hurt her.’’ 

The policeman himself was totally ignorant 
of the details of the crime, having merely 
been instructed in a general way to arrest 
Deeming on the charge of murder. The lat- 
ter, however, inthe course of conversation 
after the arrest acquainted him with many 
particulars of the crime, with which it was 
apparent he was fully conversant. 

Another discovery, which constitutes an 
important clew, has been made. It seems 
that Deeming during his voyage had in his 

ossession a gutta ercha air matress, in 

he center of which there was a dark stain 
like blood. The mattress was sold after his 
arrival at Perth, and all attempts totrace it 
have so far been unsuccessful.

SHOT HIS WIFE, 


Mrs. Wm. T. Griffin Wounded by a 
Jealous Husband. 


— 


HE FOLLOWS HER TO A HOUSE WHERE 
SHE HAD AN APPOINTMENT. 


He. Claims the Shooting Was Accidental 
and the Wife Corroborates His Story— 
Both Refuse to Reveal the Name of 
the Man With Whom She Had the Ap- 
pointment. 


About 11 o’clock last night Wm. T. Griffin, 
a traveling salesman for the Campbell Manu- 
facturing Co., shot and seriously wounded 
his wife, Mrs. Katie Griffin, whom he had 
followed to the place of Mrs. King, at 2305 
‘Chestnut street, where she had gone to meet 
another man. The shooting was accidental, 
Griffin claiming that he had gone to the 
house forithe purpose of killing the man, 
whose name he refuses to give, but that he 
had nointention of hurting his wife. The 
couple have lived in St. Louis about six 
months at 2328 Washington avenue, having 
come here from Buffalo, N. Y., and 
have been married five years. He was jealous 
of a man who, he claims, loved his wife be- 
fore her marriage, and who recently fol- 
lowed her tothis city. About 7 o’clock last 
night Griffin intercepted a note from this man 
to his wife asking her to meet nim at No. 2305 
Chestnut street, and when, about 10 o’clock 
- Mrs. Griffin slipped out of their Washington 
avenue home, Griffin followed her to Mrs. 
King’s place. He found her in the kitchen 

‘there, andin a scuffle which followed, a 
. pistol which he had drawn was discharged, 
the bullet entering Mrs. Griffin’s neck at the 
base of the skull, Griffin imme- 
/ diately called© a cab, took his 
‘wife home, and summoned Dr. 
'.N, W. Sharp of No. 2313 Washington avenue. 
Shortly afterwards Griffin was arrested by 
» Detectives Dotzman and Fagin, and is now 
held at:‘the Four Courts. 

MRS. GRIFFIN’S STORY. 

Mrs. Griffin was seen<this morning by a 
PostT-DIsPaTCH reporter. She had passed a 
restless night, but was pronounced out of 
danger by the physician attending her, and 
talked quite freely, save that, like her hus- 
band, she keptthe name of the man whose 
attentions had caused the shooting a pro- 
found secret. 

‘*The whole 
“the insane jealousy 
band,’’ said Mrs. Griffin. ‘*The 

ntleman of whom he was jealous is the 

st friend Ihave ever had, but there has 
never been anything wrong between us. He 
asked me to come to Mrs. King’s last night to 
return a revolver which he had left here. I 
refuse to. give his name as I 
. do not wish to drag him into this thing, and 
I have reason to believe that he left St. Louis 
last night. My husband did not shoot me 
intentionally, the pistol being accidentally 
discharged. Allilask of him now Is that he 
will leave me alone and never come near me 
again. I intend to sue for a divorce as 
soon as I recover. I have: what I 
consider good grounds for divorce, I have 
_heardfrom my husband to-day, and have 
given an officer the name of a gentleman 
whp, I think, will go on his bond so that he 
can be released from jail. My family is not 
here in St. Louis, but itn Kentucky. My 
mother, however, lives here with me, andI 
have been taking boarders to help support 
myself andchitd, my husband having been 
out of work until recently. 

‘‘My husband had been married before 
marrying me;the woman was still livingin 
Kansas City, and I have reason to believe he 
had never secured a divorce from her. I have 
charged him with this, andheclaims that she 
had a husband living when she married him. 
Siy husband saw her in Kansas City abouta 
week ago. Heisalso addicted to the use of 
morphine, and to this lattribute much of his 
insane jealousy of me. Once, in Buffalo, he 
turned me and my child out of doors at night 
in the snow, andI hadto go to the Sisters’ 
Hospital for shelter. He has mistreated me 
at other times. 

**My husband’s story that Itold him the 
man he was jealous of was persecuting me 
with his attentions is not true. I never said 
such a thing, because the gentleman’s atten- 
tions were those ofa friend only, and Iwas 
not either ashamed or displeased bythem. I 
was not meeting him last night forany wrong 
‘purpose. He had left Mrs. King’s house 
’ when my husband got there. 1 donot care, 
‘however, what my husband says. \All I ask 
of him now is to keepaway from me. Ifhe 
will do that, he can tell any story he 


pleases.’’ 
' THE HUSBAND’S STATEMENT. 
Griffin is slill locked upin the calaboose at 
the Four Courts, where ‘he was seen by a 
Post-DisPaTcH reporter this morning. He is 
/-@heavy set man, about5feet and 10 or 11 
inches tall, and has a full, round face, witha 
short, heavy black mustache, and has every 
appearance of rae | a good liver. He was 
dressed ina light cglored business suit and 
wore aspring Overcoat and derby hat, and 
. when talking he stood with his hands tin his 
nts pocket. He talked freely, and seeming- 
ox witb sincerity in regard to the shooting of 
of his Wife and the scene at his own homea 
short time before the shooting, but when 
it came to giving the reasons for his 
suspicion es his wife, he beg to be 
excused, and also decli ~ to give the ‘name 
of the man who had caused the trouble. ‘*'l'o 
s candidly,’’ safd he, ‘‘Ido not w 
say more against my wife than it is abso 
necessary for me to say. Itis icy f 
still.

She says now, or did last 
e shooting was accidental, an 
she alone was to blame for the whole affair 
but if I were to tell you all my suspicions and 
the reasons forthem, my wife might turn 
againstme, Tam ina hole and may be tried 
for this, and my wife may be a witness 
; seatnst me, Yes, the story of the shooting 
2 beard it is about correct. Upon entering 
house last eveuieg 5 meta young man in 
e hallway.and asked him what he was 
there. He said he had‘deélivered a note 


for the lady of the house. I asked him who 

ave him the note and he answered that he 

idn’t know the gentleman’s name. I then 
told him to get out of the house as quick as he 
could and to goandtellthe manthat sent 
him that if he ever cametothat house I 
would killhim, HeleftandI went up-stairs 
to my wife. We had some words and 
pretty soon my wife stepped out of 
the house by the back way. Then I 
went into the room of Mr. Fox, one of the 
boarders, and took Jhis pistol from the man- 
telpiece. I had told my wife several times 
that lintended killing that man, and Iwas 
going out now to find himifIcould. She had 
told me before she went out that he was then 
at the Cobweb saloon. I noticed a piece of 
paper burning in the grate of Fox’s room and 
jerked it out of the fire. It was nearly all 
purned up, but in one corner I could read: 
‘Meet me at 2205 Chestnut street.’ lat once 
left the house, intending to find him If pos- 
sible. Fox advised me not to _ go, 
as I would probably do something 
I would regret afterward, but 
didn’t take his advice. I went straight to 
2305 Chestnut street. I searched the house, 
but couldn’t find him. Ifhe had been there 
he must have slipped out the back way. I 
found my wife in the kitchen and told her 
that she ought to go home to her innocent 
child and should be ashamed to be there in 
that house. I was excited and don’t know 
what allIsaid. I pulled her several feet, I 
remember that. I had her by the arm with 
one of my hands.and by the shoulder with the 
other hand, inwhich I held my pistol. If I 
pulled the trigger, I do not know it, as I did 
not Intend to shoot my wife. The pistol, 
though, went off and shot herintheneck. A 
doctor was .sent for and _ that doc- 
tor sent me for another. My wife was 
taken to my house at 2238 Washington ave- 
nue, and while I was getting the folding-bed 
ready and kindling a fire an officer arrived 
and placed me under arrest.’’ 

Mr. Griffin said in reply to the questioning 
of his visitor that he was married here in St. 
Louls over five years ago and that his wife’s 
parents anda brother still lived here, but he 
declined to say whothey Were. Soon after 
their marriage they went to Cleve- 
land and from there moved to Buf- 
falo, Last April they moved to Chicago and 
remained there until last October, when they 
returned to St. Louis. Mr. Griffin’s business 
is that of acommercial traveler. He travels 
for the Campbell Manufacturing Ca, and has 
been selling furnituré for nearly twenty 
years. He was employed seven years by one 
house in Buffalo, andit was at Buffalo they 
have lived most of the time since their mar- 
riage. They own the house in which they 
lived there, and Mr. Griffin putit in bis wife’s 
name, hesays. Healso gave her a horse and 
phaeton, and heclaimsthat she had every- 
thing that she could reasonably ask for. His 
business kept him from home most of the 
time, but when at home he _ spent 
his evenings in her company. He 
returned from atrip only last Saturday and 
Was going out on the road again to-day. 
They have but one child, alittle girlonly 34 
years old, and when she was mentioned this 
morning Mr. Griffin burst intotears. ‘‘If it 
hadn’t been for our little girl I would have 
let my wife go with that man, if she was 
bound to go astray, but I did not want to give 
herup for the sake of the baby.’’ He said 
that he wasn’t certain that his wife had been 
guilty of anything more than flirting with 
the man who had caused him all of his 
trouble, but he couldn’t understand why 
she went to Mrs. King’s place if not 
for an immoral purpose. This man was 
an old lover of hers, who knew her 
before her marriage and he had been writing 
to her at different times ever since. Last fall 
when she was visiting her mother here in St. 
Loults, this old lover came to St. Louis to see 
her and he met her here. That she hadoften 
tried to get rid of him he knew from her own 
statements, corroborated by the statements 
of others, but nevertheless she seemed to be 
under his influence. He had beento see her 
several times to his knowledge during his ab- 
sence, although she had warned him repeat- 
edly that her husband would shoot him on 
sight. He livedin St. Louis at onetime, but 
was not living here now. 

When asked what business the man was in, 
Mr. Griffin answered that he wasatramp, 
nothing but a tramp. Mr. Griffin said that 
he took Mr. Fox’s pistol because this man he 
was looking for had taken his. His wife had 
told him that he had taken it with him on one 
of his visitstoher. Inregardto himself, he 
said that he was 38 years old and came from 
Northern Illinois, but that he had been trav- 
eling for houses since he was 19 years old. He 
has a brother in New York City who boards at 
the Continental Hotel there, and he thinks of 
asking him to come to St. Louis to help him 
out of his trouble. 

Mr. Griffin manifested a good deal of un. 
easiness in regard to his wife’s condition 
and the probabilities of her recovery ,and ex- 
pressed the hope thatthe wound would not 
prove fatai. During the conversation he was 
asked if his wife had ever charged him with 
infidelity, and he said that she had not, ana 
that he had never given her cause to. 

Frank Lee, a well-dressed young man who 
refused to say much about himself, called at 
the Four Courts and stated that Mrs. 
Griffin, who wasshot by her husband lust 
night, was his sister. He saw Mr. Griffin and 
leftthe building. Mrs. Griffin, he said, was 
very low.

FIRE’'S BAD WORK. 


Nine Lives Lost in a Burning Dwell- 
ing. 


EIGHT MEN INJURED BY AN EXPLOD- 
ING BOILER. 


Six People Precipitated Into the Genessee 
—Six Raftsmen Drowned in the Ken- 
tucky River—A Family of Seven Burned 
to Death—Killed in a Wreck—Casu- 
alties. 


ForT MAprison, Io., April 6.—A frightful 
calamity occurred last nightin the west end 
of this city by which nine people lost thelr 
lives. At 2524 Santa Fe avenue stood a two- 
story building owned by Ss. Vv. 
Kitchen, the upper story ‘used as a 
dwelling by the owner and the lower occu- 
plied by the general store and meal market of 
McIntosh & Pease. Ati1:45 a. m. the building 
was discovered on fire, the alarm was 
given and the Fire Department turned 
out. About two minutes after the 
fire was discovered a terrible explosion shook 
the building and the flames burst out furt- 
ously, It is supposeu that some kegs of 
powder stored inthé building exploded and 
destroyed the narrow stairs leading inside 
the building from the second story, and 
thus shutting out all hope of escape. The 
fire burned very rapidly, the nearest hydrant 
was four blocks distant, and before connec- 
tions could be made the building was 
doomed. Nocries were heard from those in 
the building and they all perishedin the 
flames. They were: 

S. V. KITCHEN, aged 35. 

Mrs. &. V. KITCHEN, 30. 

THREE CHILDREN, aged 1, 3and5 years. 

Miss SIDNEY Day, asister of Mrs. Kitchen, 
aged 18. 

AUGUST KNEMETER, a boarder, aged 17, 

HENRY KNEMETER, a boarder, aged 18. 

SAMUEL KITCHEN, brother of the owner, 
aged 20. ; 

The two latter ones were taken ont alive, 
but died at 9 o’clock this morning. The 
seven bodies found in the ruins were taken to 
the undertaker’s, where they presented a 
ghastly sight. Mrs. Kitchen and baby and 
sister, Miss Day, were found in one embrace 
and it was with great difficulty that they 
were separated. 

A dwelling owned by John Knock was also 
destroyed, with noloss of life. Tne origin of 
the freisa mystery. Whenthe store closed 
at 9 o'clock, there was very little fire left in 
the stove. There was no insurance on the 
building, but the stock was fully insured, 
Loss on both buildings about $4,000. 


DEADLY EXPLOSION, 


DISASTROUS COLLAPSE OF A RAILROAD LOCO- 
MOTIVE BOILER. 

LONG ISLAND CiTy, L. I., April 6.—At about 
9:30 o’clock this morning a fearful accident 
occurred in the yard of the Long Island Rail- 
road here. Engine No, 49 while standing near 
the shops, suddenly blew up with a tremend- 
ous report. Eight men were injured and 
several of them, it is thought, fatally. The 
locomotive was completely wrecked and 
pieces of the boiler and the iron work of the 
engine were hurled inevery direction for a 
distance of many yards. The men injured 
were struck by these flying pieces, while 
others were badly scalded. The engineer and 
fireman, who were at their post of duty, were 
blown a considerable distance and are among 
those supposed to have been fatally injured. 
None of the names ofthe injured have been 
learned. The men injured were picked up 
and carried into the shops, where they were 
attended by a half dozen physicians from 
Long Island City and Green Point. Ambu- 
lances were summoned from S&t. John’s 
Hospitalin Long Island City and from St. 
Catherine’s Hospital, Williamsburg. ‘lhe 
injured will be taken to these institutions. 
The cause of the accident is believed to have 
been the lowness of the water In the boiler. 
The railroad company refuses to give any in- 
formation. The names of the victims are: 
Engineer Walker, Joseph Lush, John Luby, 
James Kline, Theodore Velore and three un- 
known men. Walker, Lush, Luby and Kline 
are probably fatally injured. All the men 
were badly scalded and bruised, and several 
had limbs broken. They werethrown in all 
directions from the flatcar on which they 
were sitting, back of the locomotive,

KILLED IN A WRECK.

BIBLICAL MISPRINTS. 


Serious Errors Which Have Crept Into the 
Sacred Text. 


From the New Tribune. 

Whatever may be said as to the inerrancy 
of the original autographs of the Bible, the 
record of misprints and blunders in many 
editions of that book, proves conclusively 


‘that those who handle it are far from being 


inerrant. About the year 1500 Pope Sixtus V. 
put forth an edition of the Vulgate, the 
proofs of which he himself caref y cor- 
rected, He was sosure that it wasall right 
that he appended a Bull toit excommunicat- 
ing any one who should make an alteration 
in the text. Nevertheless, the volume was 
so full of mistakes thatthe edition had to be 
suppressed. Coplesofthis edition are now 
very rare, and fetch a high price. 

There have been some remarkable mis- 
prints in editions of the English Bible, In 
the edition of 1684 the passage in the twelfth 
Psalm, ‘*The fool hath said in his heart, 
there is no God,’’ appeared without the 
word ‘‘no,’’ and of course the edition was 
promptly suppressed. In _ the 
don edition of 1658 the words 
‘‘worldly riches’’ appear instead of *‘ 
riches.’*’ The edition of Field, printer to the 
University of Cambridge in the seventeenth 
century, has many misprints. It ts said he 
received £1,500 from the Independents to 
peias ‘*we’’ for ‘tye’’ in the sixth verse of 
he third chapter of Acts, in order to su

Per- 
haps the most remarkable intended mis- 
print occurred in an edition of the Bible 
poner by a German widow. Her late 
usband was apparently a worthless and 
disagreeable fellow, and ag she reflected on 
his many faults, she grew indignant at the 
assage inGenesis where God declared to 
ve that woman should be subject to man. 
So she arose one night when the workmen 
were absent, and going to the print- 
ing room, proceeded to reverse the situa- 
tioninthat passage, by taking out the first 
two letters of the word ‘‘herr’’ and replac- 
ing them by ‘‘na.’’ Thus corrected, the pas- 
sage read: ‘‘And he shall be thy (narr) fool,’’ 
| instead of ‘‘He shall be thy (herr) lord.’’ Of 
course the substitution was soon discovered 
andthe hapless widow was burned atthe 
stake bythe authorities, who, being men. 
could not ignore thisinsult to their sacred 
and superior persons.

Brilliant and Fascinating Men Who Have 
Engaged in Plots to Assassinate. 


Countess Norraikon in Lippincott. 

Among the most radical of the party was 
Iskander Hertzen. He was a brilliant orator, 
possessing a most magnetic personality 
which enabled him to sway the people 
at will. Not content with the priv- 
lleges that the Ogar and his govern- 
ment had conceded to the people, he wished 
for many more. He preached the doctrine 
thatto secure perfect freedom it wouid be 
necessary to annhilatethe imperial family, 
the nobility and the priesthood. This accom- 
plished, the people were to forma repre- 
sentative sovernment, making an equal di- 
vision of the land. 

The brilllancy of this scheme fascinated 
many prominent persons, and as a result 
numerous secret socteties sprang up in 
all parts of the emptre. Hertzen, Rig 
to his extremely radical 
at last compelled to fee 
sia. He went first to 
he started a paper called the 
through the columns of which he made terri- 
bie exposures concerning the private life of 
the Czar and his family. He afterwards 
sought refuge in Switzerland, where he died 
with the sentence of death pronounced by the 
Russian government still hanging over him. 
Hertzen was a brilliant though meteoric char- 
acter, who fora short time dazzled the world 
of Europe, but was soon forgotten. 

Associated with the leader were Tcher- 
nishevsky and Bakountn. The latter was 
even more rabid than Hertzen in his denunci- 
ation of the Uzar and his Government. Ba- 
kounin declared that his commission was to 
announce & new gospel which must penetrate 
tothe very ends of the earth—that the old 
world must be replaced Dy a new one. He 
said: ‘‘Our first work must be destruction 
and‘annihilation of everything asit now ex- 
ists. We must accustom ourselves to destro 
everything, the good with the bad; for if 
even an atom of theold world remains the 
new will never be created.’’ Bakougin found 
many followérs, but was soon exiled to 
Siberia, from which he shortly afterwards 
sannaed, disguised as a merchant. He sought 
an asylum in Germany, where he remained 
until after his death. 

Tehernishevsky, the last of the famous 
trio, hada most remarkabje life. He wasa 
contributor to the Contemporary. He was the 
philosopher and political economist of the 
party. In 1866he was arrested for his cen- 
nection witha secret revolutionary society.

Breaking Up the Brotherhood. 


The Southern Express Co. has taken up the 
war uponthe Express Messengers’ Brother- 
hood, which was started some time back by 
the Adams company. Since the Iistof April 
the Southern company has discharged nearly 
100 men, letting them out quietly one ata 
time apd replacing them with non-Brother- 
hood men, The only reason for the discharge 
of the men is that they belonged to the Broth- 
erhood, which is considered by the express 
companies inimical to their interests. 

This last action has about destroyed the 
Brotherhood, as is admitted by most of its 
members. This was the purpose ofthe com- 
panies in general, although they had no 
agreement to that effect. Since the strike in 
January the Adams company has discharged 
about 100 men,the Southern 100 and all the 
men in the Pacific company withdrew from 
the Brotherhood in a body.

GONE BACK TO WORK 


A Compromise Effected in the Big 
River Strike, 


THE MEN ACCEPT THE PROPOSITION OF 
THE ANCHOR LINE, 


4 President Mason Accedes to the Strikers’ 


Demands as to Pay, But Does Not 
Recognize the Union-—There Will Be 
1,200 Rivermen at Work Inside of 
Twenty-four Hours, 


Peace reigns on the levee, and according to 
the statements of Capt. Mason of the Anchor 
Line and a member of the Executive 
Committe of the strikers’ unions, the 
strike is over andall trouble is at an end. 
To-day was the beginning of the second week 
in the levee strike and the strikers, as well as 
the boat owners, were in a deplorable state. 
Desertions from the ranks of the 
strikers were becoming numerous thus les- 
sening the force of the Jaboring men and the 
boat owners were losing business and money 
through their inability to handle the freight 
tendered them. To-day the officers of 
the Roustabouts’ and Longshoremen’s Unions 
were soliciting subscriptions to pay form free 
beer and sandwiches which were given away 
at Union Capital Hall at noon to keep the men 
in the ranks and keep them from being 
driven to work by hunger. The settlement 
came at the most critical period of the strike 
andthe compromise between the Strikers’ 
Commitee and Oapt. Mason was agreeable to 
all parties concerned, Every day since the 
Strike began, one week ago, a committee 
representing the Roustabouts, Longshoremen 
and Engineers’ Union called on Capt. Mason 
and asked himto sign anagreement. This 

agreement wasto the effect that he should 
pay 25 cents an hour to longshoremen, $45a 
month to roustabouts, $50 to $7 5 a month to 
firemen and $90 to $125 a month to engineers. 
None but union men were to be employed, 

CAPT. MASON WOULD NOT SIGN. 

Capt. Mason refused to sign. The line of 
boats he represents employs more men than 
any two other lines and he knewthe settle- 
ment of the strike depended on the action of 
the Anchor Line officers. The 
highest wages were always paid 
by the Anchor Line and Capt. Mason 
made no objection to the wages asked by the 
strikers, but he did object tothe clause com- 
pelling him to recognize the labor unions. 
Ihe strikers’ committee would not give in 
their point untill this morning when 
they again waited on the Anchor Line 
President and told nim they would accept his 
proposition under certain conditions. If he 
would agree to pay the wages asked they 
would withdraw the ‘‘union’’ claims 
to the extent that he could 
employ non-union men when union 
men Were not available. Capt. Mason 
said he had engaged alarge number of non- 
union men, who were at work then unloading 
the City of New Orleans. He would not dis- 
charge them, and he would employ whom he 
saw fit. The strikers thinking this act would 
influence the other boat owners 
agreed to Capt. Mason’s terms and sixty men 
were ordered to goto work on the City of 
New Orleans at once ,under Tom Crawford. 
When the ‘‘rousters’’ on the Levee saw this 
there was a general break for other boats and 
within an hour’ after the settlement with 
Capt. Mason the levee was alive with active 
workingmen. 

CAPT. MASON INTERVIEWED. 

Oapt. Mason was seen soon after the 
settlement and asked what it meant. 
“*‘It means we are going straight ahead, 
andIthink you can say the strike is over, rs 
hesaid. ‘‘Ihave signed no agreement and 
never intended to. I would sooner tie all our 
boats uptothe wharf than sign an agree- 
ment to employ only union men. 
We have granted the demands of 
the strikers asto pay and union men will go 
to work. We are free to hire whom we please, 
but wili give union men the preference. The 
men have gone to work on the 
City of New Orleans already and 
I think we will- get the boat out 
to-night. If everything runs smoothly, as I 
think it will, we will he able to send out our 
regular daily steamer. We will accept freight 
for ths City of New Orleans now, and if we 
begin running regularly ina day or two we 
will take charge of the mall, which for the 
time being, we entrusted to the Ohio and 

Tennessee boats.’’ 

Several leaders in the strike were seen this 
morning alsoand they said the trouble was 
ended for the present at least. 
From this it is inferred that 
the men will work until their wages are again 
cut down when they will walk out and de- 
mand more pay. By to-morrow the men will 
have settled down tothe regular order of 
things and business will be running eet.

Meets His Fate. 


CAPT. HATFIELD SHOT DEAD IN HIS 
MOUNTAIN HOME. 


Another Tragedy Added to the Long List 
Which Marks the History of the Hat- 
field-McCoy Vendetta—Origin of the 
Feud Which Raged for Years on the 
Mountain Border of Two States. 


CINCINNATI, O., April6.—A telegram from 
Louisa, Ky., states thatthe notorious Capt. 
Hatfield met death at the hands of one of 
his brothers at his mountain home a few days 
agu. The story comes from a raftsmanon 
Big Sandy, who says thatone day last week 
one of the Hatfield brothers, accompanied by 
afriend named Bayson, called upon Capt. 
Hatfield at his nouse for the purpose of enjoy- 
ing a social evening with a game of poker and 
a jug of moonshine. Through the early part 
of the evening all went well, and as the night 
wore on the men became crazed with liquor. 
The good luck of their host led his brother to 
accuse him of frand, Pistols were drawn and 
shots freely exchanged. Capt. Hatfield fell, 
shot twice through the heart. The visitors 
escaped unhurt. So great is the terror which 
the Hatfields have created among their asso- 
ciates that it is absolutely impossible to as- 
certain with certainty the name ofthe Hat- 
field who killed the Captain. 

,* The feud recalled by the death of Capt. 
Hatfield began in 1863. The Hatfield family 
ruled in Logan County, W. Va., and the Mc- 
Coys were supreme in Pike County, Ky., 
across the border. Theformer were South- 
ern sympathizers while the McCoys were 
Union people. § Capt. Vance, a Hatfield, 
made a raid in 1963. Uptothattimethe two 
families had been friendly and had intermar- 
ried." With his')s command Vance passed 
along the Sandy River, where the people had 
already suffered from guerilla warfare. On 
that raid Vance met Hiram McCoy. They had 
been warm, friends. Dut as McCoy was a 
Union man, Vance shot him. It was a cold- 
blooded murder, although the pretext was a 
military one. The McCoys were roused and 
declared war against the Hatflelds. 

A MORNING’S WORK. 

Some time after the murder three men, 
Nichols, Artosh and Lockhart, relatives of 
the McCoys, deserted their company, which 
belonged to the same regiment in which 
Capt. Vance held a command. The Colonel 
ordered Vancetd hunt upthe fugitives ana 
bring themin. They were captured, but for 
some reason were not shot, but allowed to go 
free. The three desperadoes then deter- 
mined to waylay Vance and kill him. They 
laid in wait close to one of his flelds, expect- 
ing to shoot him while he was ploughing. 
The first day they lay in ambush, Vance, hav- 
ing received information from some source of 
their intention, cid nct gointothe fleld. The 
next morning Mrs. Vance went out, ostensi- 
bly to look for the cow, but really to discover 
the whereabouts of her husband’s enemies. 
She caught a glimpse of them ina fence cor- 
nerbehind sume bushes, and immediately

THREE FOR ONE. 

Following the close of the war several 
murders were committed on both sides. 
Nothing was done by the authority to stop 
the atrocities. The feud went onina fitful 
way until about fifteen years ago two of Ran- 
dall McCoy’s nephews, Parish and Sam, 
killed Wm. Statton, a brother-in-law of Ellis 
Hatfield. It was alleged that the McCoys 
met Statton on the road near Pond Creek, in 
Pike County, and a quarrel arose. The Hat- 
fields pressed the prosecution, but the jury 
could not agree. 

About ten years ago Johnson Hatfield, son 
of Capt. Anson Hatfield, stole one of Randall 
McCoy’s daughters. e had been making 
love to her some time by stealth and finally 
ran off with her. When he grew tired of her 
he sent her back home. Then the McCoys 
arrested the offender and carried him off into 
Kentucky, but the Hatflelds mustered a squad 
and released him. 

Then came another murder. It occurred at 
an election held in Pike County. It was al- 
leged that Talbot, Farmer and Randall Mc- 
Coy, Jr., Knocked Ellis Hatfield down and al- 
most cut him in pieces. He lived through the 
evening, but it was a rent from*™ the 
first that he cou not recover. 
When Ans Hatfield heard of it 
he took two men with him and raided into 
Kentucky. He there captured the three Mc- 
Coys and brought them back into West Vir- 

nia. He then waited until the news of Ellis 

atfield’s death reached him. The pris- 
oners were and then bound to trees,

One of Hatfield’s 
crowd pleaded with him tos their lives, 
but e prefused, saying. “*Three lives for 
one.’’

Upto this time the Hatflelds appeared to 
have the fued pretty much their own way. 
Many were killed whose names are forgotten. 
After the murder of the three Mc- 
Coys above mentioned Jeff McCoy 
said to have killed Fayette Waffon. 
Afterthe murder Jeff made his escape into 
Logan County, where he remained fortwo 
months with a man named Halford. Atthe 
, end of the two months the two fell out witha 
man named Wallace who had married a niece 
of McCoy. The woman had left her husband 
and gone backto her father. Wallace and 
the desperado, Cap Hatfield, went after her 
‘put coula not find her. Hatfield, in afito 
rage, gave her mother a brutal whipping 
with a cowtail which he carried in his

Wounded men on either side were 
killed in cold blood after the conflict by men 
who were as cruel as they were brave; who 
were honest in all poceniery matters, truth- 
ful and hospitable, but in the execu- 
tion of theiy vendetta as ruthless in 
their vengeance as the Sioux when 
he took the warpath against the Paw- 
nees, the Crows, or the Chippewas. These 
Americah perpetuators of the family feud 
were not robbers atall.. They robbed their 
enemies of et save their lives. This 
curious survival of the family feudin the 
mountains of the South and Southwest was 
due to agen’ Alay and the education of 
tradition anes nted from Europe to Amer- 
ican regions, where it flourished because of 
isolation and ignorance, untilthe extension 
of railroad and mining interests to the mount- 
ain region made it necessary and possible to 
compel the mountain outlaw to become a law- 
abiding citizen.

HOMES FOR THOUSANDS. 


Waiting for the Wordto Enter the Chey- 
enne and Arapahoe Lands. 


GUTHRIE, O. T., April6.—The stationing of 
United States troops along the borders of the 
new promised land in Oklahoma has only had 
the effect of intensifying the anxiety of the 
boomers who are waiting for the word torush 


for homes inthe country of Arapahoe and 
Cheyenne Indians. 

For months it has been known that the fine 
lands would be made a partof Oklahoma 
and that some time between April 1 and April 
10 settlers could enter upon the Jand towards 
which they have cast such longing looks for 
months. 

These’ people are encamped in and about 
Minco or scattered along the Canadian River 
for many miles. Some have houses on wheels 
ready to be drawn over and deposited within 
the promised land and others have boats for 
crossing the streams. There are two ralil- 
roads extending into the new Territory and 
they are all running extra trains. 

This addition will make Oklahoma, which 
is the smallest as well as the youngest of the 
Territories, much more of a country. When 
the first white settlers entered Oklahoma 
there were only 1,881,801 acres in it. That 
was a very smallarea for a new Territory. 
Then No Man’s Land was added to it. On 
Sept. 22, 1891, another tract on the eastern 
border of Oklahoma, comprising 900,000 acres, 
was opened for homesteads. There was a 
rusn of settlers that day as intense as when 
the original Oklahoma lands were opened 
and before sunset, itis said, every available 
quarter section was taken, 

But to the west were the rich lands of the 
Cheyennes and Arapahoes, which reach 
westward to the Texas border. The northern 
wanes raga | of the new areais the Cherokee 
outlet. It extends southward on its west 
boundary to tre North Fork of the Red River. 
For a distance of forty miles the fork divides 
the Cheyenne and gArapahoe land from unas- 
signed land, andanarbitrary line separates 
it from the Comanches and the Apaches. On 
the east the tract is ded bythe Wichita 
lands, running over to the Kingfisher lands 

to the north. ‘ 

This great tract includes more than three 
million acres. It is nearly a third larger than 
the remainder of the Territory. Of course all 
this will not be open to settlement, as by the 
treaty to each Indian 160 acres are given. 
Soon the lands of the Wichitas, the Kicka- 
poos and others will be added, makinga total 
of 6,022,000 acres. 

The plan of dividing the new Territory into 
counties isto mapand namethem after the 
letters of the alphabet. 

County © will have the largest percentage 
of negroes. Two car loads of negroes arrived 
at Kingfisher yesterday, all pretty well todo

Dictator Palacio Haunted by the Fear 
of Assassination. 


THE VENEZUELAN REVOLT DAILY GAIN- 
ING IN STRENGTH. 


Orespo’s Standard Hoisted in Almost 
Every State ofthe Republic—Planning 
a Movement on the Capital—Supreme 
Court Judges and Federal Councillors 
in Prison. 


CARACAS, April 6.—These are stirring times 
in Venezuela. President Palacio ts virtually 
Dictator;a portion ofthe people are in re- 
volt, led by the intrepid Gen. Crespo; the 
judges of the Supreme Judicial Tribunal are 
in prison; the OCongress can not meet and 
every public man at the capital isin fear of 
assassination. Rumors of plots are heard on 
every side. NO one would be surprised to 
hear that President Palacio had been assas- 
sinated. Hespends most ofhistime in his 
mansion conferring with his Cabinet. The 
friends of the Supreme” Court Judges and of 
the Federal Councillors, who have been im- 
prisoned by his orders, are very indignant at 
what they characterize as dictatorial and 
tyrannical measures, Palacio’s high-handed 
methods, instead of subduing, have increased 
the bitterness entertained against him. 

Gen. Crespo, the leader of the Insurgents, 
continues in the meantime to receive adhe- 
sions to his ranks from all parts of the re- 
public. Among his forces are many of the 
best fighting materialof the country. With 
even numbers, any conflict between hfs men 
and the Government forces would toa cer- 
tainty result ina triumph for the former. 

Reports from the different States indicate 
the rapid growth of the insurrection. Bar- 
quesimeto, Coro, Los Andes and Seuloia have 
declared for Crespo. Other States, it is be 
lieved, will follow their example. 

The hills adjacent to Carabobo are occupied 
by the followers of Crespo. Caracas con- 
tains a number of armed revolutionists 
awaiting an opportunity to come out boldly 
against the government. The authorities 
have been reduced to their last extremity and 
are collecting customs duties on sixty drafts. 
Palacio seems to be losing ground every day 
and the Crespo forces grow stronger and 
stronger. There is no concealment of the 
fact that the government is very much 
alarmed. 

Reports from the headquarters of the in- 
surgents are to the effect thatthe greatest 
activity prevails there and that the indica- 
tions are that a move is to be made atan 
early date in the direction of Caracas. 


JUST FROM CARACAS., 


NEWS OF THE INSURRECTION BROUGHT BY 
STEAMER TO NEW YORK. 


New YORK, April6.—The steamship Vene- 
zuela of the Red ‘‘D’’ Line, which arrived at 
this port yesterday from La Guayra, brought 
among her passengers Julio A. De Gogorsa of 
Caracas. 

Inaninterview he gives more facts than 
have hitherto reached the North of the Vene- 
zuelan situation. 

At the Hotel Martin he accordedia reporter 
an interview upon the condition of things ih 


Venezuela, which he characterized as ‘‘ina 
very bad wayand going rapidly from bad to 
worse.’’ 

**I left Caracas,’’ said he, ‘‘on March 30, 
when the Government was:in a remarkably 
tight fix. Every one of the Stattes was in 
open revoltand hardly a military man of 

rominence sided with Palacio. Over 500 
ournalists and public men were imprisoned, 
trade was dead and the finances of the coun- 
try were simply wrecked. 

‘*The banks of Venezuela and Caracas re- 
fused to redeem thelr bills for the reason 
that Palacio had appropriated their gold and 
exported it. 

**M. Martos was appointed Minister of Fi- 
mance by the Government because of his 
promise to effectan arrangement with Eu- 
ropean and New York bankers by which large 
gold loans are to be secured upon a guarantee 
of payment by the merchants of Caracas. 

**Amsinck & Co., have already loaned $100,- 
0on these terms, as also have Amostine, 
and it is said officially in Caracas that Buoul- 
ton of the Red ‘‘bD’’ Line will forward as 
much again bythe next steamer and upon 
the same terms. But this givesno relief to 
the Venezuelan merchants, who are at a 
standstill, absolutely afraidto do any busi- 
ness. The coffee crop is ready for the market 
but money is not to be had, and sellers will 
notacceptthe bills which have been prac- 
tically repudiated by the banks, 

**As tothe revolution, its dimensions are 
steadily increasing. 

‘*Gen. Casanas has been appointed general 
in chief of the Government forces. His head- 
quarters are in Ortez, a town on the plains 
and about thirty leagues from Caracas. Gen. 
Crespo, chief of the revolutionists, is cen 
tralizing his forces near that placeand a de- 
cisive battle was expected to take place soon 
after we left. 

**The revolutionists number about twelve 
thousand men and reinforcements from all 
the States are coming in rapidly. Ina private 
letter written recently by Gen. Crespo to his 
wife, a letter which I had the honor to see, 
the General says: ‘By Aprill my forces will 
number 14,000 men.’ 

**The Government’s force does not exceed 
10,000, only 700 of whom are in Caracas under 
Gen. Leopold Larria. 

‘*The State of Zamora has revolted and has 
pecs. a large forceinthe fleld under Gen. 

enzano. Itis supposed that he will imme- 
diately attack the Government forces in La 
Victoria. 

**The State of Carabio is also in revolt un- 
der Gen. Colmeranez, whoisin command of 
800 wellarmed men. Los Andes has decided 
against Palacio and 6,000 men are on the 
march from that province to join Gen. 
Crespo at Ortez. 

**The revolutionists are in need of arms 
but supplies of this kind are being received 
from Trinidad. Several fights have occurred 
near Caracas and Ortez, but they have been 
small affairs. 

**The latest intelligence that reached me 
as we sailed from Luguayra was that the 
town of Barquesimet had fallen into the 
hands of the insurgents. 

**It seems that Gen. Crespo must succeed, 
but should he fail, another revolutionary 
leader will surely take up the fight, so uni- 
versally bitter is the feeling against Palacio 
and Gen. Casanas, his ilitary chief and 
bosom friend.’’

DOES IT MEAN REVOLUTION? 


An Incident Which Disturbs the Govern- 
ment of Hawaii. 


SAN FRANcISCO, April 6,.—Latést. advices 
from Hawalisay: The various rumors of a 
revolutionary movement at Honolulu, which 
have recently appeared in the American 
papers, received apparent outward confirma 
tion here on the merning of Monday, March 
28, when the curbing surrounding the Roya 
Palace was found piled breast high with 
sand bags, The sitmation4+was explained by 
the statement that barricades were placed 
there as protection against an expected raid 
from a party of malcontents under the lead- 
ership of Robert W. Wilcox, who led an at- 
tack on the palace a few years ago. The 


rumors were magnified to such an extent that 
considerable uneasiness was felt among local 
people and a large number of visiting 
strangers. Two Krupp breechloading can- 
non were found concealed beneath 
tarpaulins at either side of 
the steps mesg to the basement 
of the palace. The Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs, Parker, and Gov. Cleghorn, father of 
Princess Katulani, heir to the throne, were 
very indignant, as was also Minister Parker, 
at what they termed these unwarranted 
preparations, and the blame was laid on Mar- 
shai Wilson, head ofthe household troops. 
The excitement for a time was heightened 
by the statement that several promntnens peo- 
pie here were in favor of the annexation 
movement and several persons were men- 
tioned as agitators in the proposed »>move- 
ment. Col. Vv. Vv. Ashford was reported as 
being prepared, in conjunction .with R. W. 
Wilcox and a force of men, to further a move- 
ment looking to the establishment of a Ha- 
wallian republic, 

Wilcox, on betng interviewed, however, 
denied all knowledge of interest on his part 
of the commission of any overt act. He 
Stated at a ieast given by him Sunday 
March 27, at his out-of-town residence, that 
the two guns had been used in the target 
practice and this might have given rise to 
the rumorthat he intended to attack. He 
stated that his mind was not madeup on the 
anvexation question, and he considered 
it time enough to think of that project when 
the United States should take measures to 
thatend. Regarding the feasibility of the 
Hawaiian republic scheme he expressed 
himself in doubt, and said thathe and his 
party, speaking more particularily of the 
native element, desired a fair and representa- 
tive government. All that the natives ob- 
wt to at present was disfranchisement 
rom'voting for nobles, by the requisition of an 
income af $600 a year. He hoped, however, 
that this grievance would be remedied 
by the oe Legislature. 

Col. Ashford attributed the warlike prepa- 
rations to the projected — d’etat, con- 
certed in the sugar planters’ interests, who 
demand annexation for the purpose of ob- 
taining the sugar bounty given to American 
planters, 

Admiral Brown of the United States ship 
San Francisco, said there was nothing, tangl- 
ble in the existing rumors, and he had no 
official information that an attack had been 
expected on morning of the 6th. He 
stated that he thought the whole affair arose 
from a misjudgment on the part of the officers 
in charge of the military garrison at the 
palace. He was satisfied thatthe San Fran- 
cisco could protect all interests if necessary. 
Careful investigation elicited the fact that 
the household troops are in practice drilling 
at night to pregess for sudden attacks, and 
in the course of drillsand bags were placed 
in position, guns run out and other mancevres 
gone through. 

On the night of the 27th unusual manceuvers 
were gone through under command of Mar- 
shal Wilson. Afterthe drill was finished the 
sandbags, either through intent or careless- 
ness were left in position and remained 
throughout the 28th, an object of interest to 
the thousands of sightseers who flocked out- 
side the paiace fences when they found no 
revolution was in progress.
